Meantime the water users 
Gave been getting water from thei 
neighbors who happen to have wells 
While on the subject ' of water it 
might be interesting to read of g 
proposa] made to the town council 
years ago and should cause some 
amusement, The Call of June 13, 
{912 says: A. M. Grace, chief engin- 
eer for the Southern Alberta Land 
Co., interviewed the town council 
Saturday afternoon and laid before 
the members a sciieme whereby Glei- 
chen can secure a bountiful supply of 
good spring water by gravity. Mr, 
Grace stated tliat in a direct line 
southwest of this town ten miles there 
is a spring on the south bank of the 
Bow River 128 feet higher than the 
town, which he says will force water 
higher than our present water tower 
by gravity. He has measured the 
flow of water from the spring at var- 
ious times and it has a capacity of 
one and a half gallons per second. 
This he calculated will allow 800 peo- 
ple 100 gallons a day, 50,000 to the 
C.P.R. trains and stil] leave plenty ot 
extra water for other purposes, A 
six ina) pipe would carry the water 
here at a cost of 80 cents per foot and 
the pipe could be laid under contract 
at 30 cents per foot. For about $200 
a dam could be built just below the 
spring which would give a reservoir 
100 feet long, 20 feet wide and 12 
feet deep, His company would sell 
the quarter section upon which the 
spring is located at $40 an acre to 
the town, and whole system can be 
put in for about $16,000, and then 
Gleichen would have a good system 
for all time to come. This seems to 
be Gleichen’s opportunity, as it will 
do away with our present tower and 
pumping plant, and give a system of 
fire protection and water for every 
use that cannot be excelled in Al- 
berta, :

Dawson No “Ghost Town’, 
Citizens Look To 


Canadian and U.S. Companies Express Interest 
In Base Metal Discoveries Near “City” 


Future 


DAWSON, Y.T.—The words “ghost town” are fighting words 
here. The 700 normally friendly residents of this once fabulous 
centre of the Klondike gold rush have various and rather homi- 
cidal plans for the writer who recently called the ‘city’ that. 
Although an aura of the past hangs over the town, its citizens’ 
thoughts are in the present and directed to the future. 


hungry adventurers from the world 
over and for a few short years its 


;Name was as famous as any city in 


the world, 


Today if you ask anyone about 
Dawson, if he knows it at all, he 
will probably say “ghost town” or, 
at least, “dying town’, That is, ex- 
cept the citizens, who probably have 
more civic pride per square inch 
than any city in North America. 

Within the two-square-mile town- 
site the number of new buildings can 
be counted on the fingers of one 
hand. The people live, work and 
play in the same buildings as the 
hard-living gold miners of 1900. 

Many of the old buildings have 
been condemned as fire hazards and 
torn down, Others are sagging, un- 
painted and empty. Because of the 
shifting soil, foundations of most 
buildings, new and old, sink and tilt. 

The famed Floradora saloon and 
dance hall, once the liveliest spot in 
town, now is the Alexandra Hotel 
and Cafe and in the winter is about 
as lively as a mortuary. 

The plush seats, hardwood floors 
and velvet curtains of the Auditori- 
um, once the city’s pride and joy, 
are gathering dust. No buyers are 
willing to pay the $5,000 purchase 
price for the building, | 

The log cabin of Robert Service, 
the bard of the Yukon, stands sad 
and neglected on the hill overlooking 
the community. 

Despite the appearance of age;the 
buildings and homes have running 
water at $12.50 a month and elec- 
tricity at 25 cents a kilowatt. Most 
residents have telephones and mod- 
ern cars. A modern fire department 
serves the town, 

Dawson is still supported by gold 
mining \— gold mining by machines 
that work about eight months of the 
year, During those eight months 
the population rises to about 1,200. 

Civic pride was hit hard last year 
when the federal government an- 
nounced the Yukon’'s seat of govern- 
ment would be changed from Dawson 
to Whitehorse, the new centre of the 
territory's growing population. 

“By changing the capital the gov- 
ernment is saying there is nothing 
left up here,” one man said, “and 
that’s wrong”. 

Both United States and Canadian 
companies have expressed interest in 
base metal discoveries, including cop- 
per and high grade silver, in the im- 
mediate area of Dawson, Year-round 
hard rock mining would put this 
town back on the map, senior citi- 
zens say. >

the thousands of uses for oil pr 


By oil reserves is meant the esti- 
mate of the amount of oil which can 
ultimately be brought up from known 
fields, 

Comparisons of Canadian reserves 
tend to be made with Texas, Texas 
has half the proved reserves of the 
United States, which total nearly 
32,000,000,000 barrels, and about 10 
times the proved reserves of Western 
Canada, 

But Western Canada has 770,000 
square miles of area geologically 
favorablé to the existence of oil, run- 
ning from the United States border 
to the Arctic Ocean, and this is three 
times the favorable area of Texas. 

So, if the Texas experience is re- 
peated, Canada has a lot of oil to 
uncover, 

Statistics about oil are heavy read- 
ing, but the reality behind them has 
some of the quality of the magician’s 
wand, 

It’s like dreaming that you have 
found a fortune in an old trunk in 
the basement, and then awakening 
to find that the fortune is really 
there. 

That's what happened to Canada. 
She dreamed for years that she 
might have oil under ground and 
then, in 1947 and the months fol- 
lowing, found she actually had it. 

The weighty oil figures didn’t exist 
less than six years ago. They repre- 
sent new-found wealth which has not 
only been part of post-war prosper- 
ity but a large factor in creating it 
and in sending a stream of money 
across Canada, 

Here are some of the fiures: 

Since 1946 more than $1,000,000,- 
000 has been spent developing the 
Canadian oil industry — exploration, 
transportation facilities such as pipe- 
lines, refineries and so on, 

Meantime, to the end of 1951, oil 
valued at $329,000,000 was produced. 

From 1946 to the end of 1951, 
$1,200,000,000 was raised for the 
Canadian oil industry. Of this, the 
industry in Canada put up $300,000,- 
000; the public, chiefly Canadian and 
American, subscribed $560,000,000 
through stock and bond issues, and 
the United States oil industry made 
a direct investment in Canada of 
$330,000,000, 

In 1946, $12,000,000 was spent in 
oil exploration, In 1952, $300,000,- 
000 is being spent. 

In December, 1946, 393 wells were 
producing. In December this year 
4,200 will be producing or capable 
of producing. 

In 1946, Canadian refineries could 
handle 245,865 barrels a day. Today 
they can handle more than 400,000 
barrels, A barrel contains 35 Im- 
perial gallons, or 42 U.S, gallons. 

In 1946, Canada used 221,935 bar- 
rels of oil a day and produced only 
20,841 barrels or nine per cent. of 
her needs. She bought the rest from 
other countries, 

This year, Canada will use, about 
455,000 barrels a day and will pro- 
duce about 169,000 barrels or 37 per 
cent, of her needs. Actually, she 
could produce nearly 70 per cent. of 
her needs from present wells. 

Production is held down because 
so far it is more economic to import 
oil into the most eastern parts of 
Canada and into British Columbia 
than to pay transportation costs from 
Alberta, 

About 96 per cent, of Canada’s oil 
production comes from Alberta, The 
Alberta fields best known to the pub- 
lic are Leduc and Redwater, in the 
Edmonton area, and Turner Valley, 
south of Calgary. 

But now such names as Wizard 
Lake and Bonnie Glen are catching 
on, ‘and with reason, 

For, whereas Wizard Lake produc- 
ed only 190,495 barrels in all of 1951, 
it produced 925,730 barrels in the 
first eight months of this year, Bon- 
nie Glen, which produced nothing 
last year, yielded 253,239 barrels in 
eight months of 1952. 

So it goes down a long list of in- 
creases as oil is discovered and 
brought into production over a wid- 
ening area,

SASKATOON.—Treatment of win- 
ter wheat seed by vibration method 
is being tried at the University of 
Saskatchewan here in an effort to 
speed vernalization — freshen the 
wheat for spring planting. Dr, B. C. 
Jenkins of the field husbandry de- 
partment is using supersonic waves 
on the wheat, as did George Obelen- 
ski recently on barley seeds at the 
University of Alberta. This speeds 
germination and growth,
